PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

AUTHORIZING THE EXECUTION OE A LAW ENEORCEMENT MUTUAL AID 
AGREEMENT AND THE EXISTENCE AND EORMATION OE THE ILLINOIS LAW 
ENEORCEMENT ALARM SYSTEM BY INTERGOVERNMENTAL COOPERATION 

WHEREAS, the Forest Preserve District of Cook County, of the State of Illinois (hereinafter 
“Governmental Entity”) is a special purpose unit of local government and duly constituted public agency 
of the State of Illinois, and; 

WHEREAS, the Governmental Entity, as a public agency of the State of Illinois, is authorized and 
empowered by the Constitution of the State of Illinois (Ill. Const. Art. VII § 10) and the Illinois 
Intergovernmental Cooperation Act (5 ILCS 220/1 et seq.) to enter into intergovernmental agreements 
with other public agencies on matters of mutual concern and interest such as the provision of adequate 
law enforcement personnel and resources for the protection of residents and property falling within the 
jurisdiction of the Governmental Entity, and; 

WHEREAS, the Governmental Entity recognizes that certain natural or man-made occurrences may result 
in emergencies or disasters that exceed the resources, equipment and/or law enforcement personnel of a 
single given public agency, and; 

WHEREAS, a given public agency can, by entering into a mutual aid agreement for law enforcement 
services and resources, effectively provide a broader range and more plentiful amount of law enforcement 
capability for the citizenry which it serves, and; 

WHEREAS, in order to have an effective mutual aid agreement for law enforcement resources and 
services, this Governmental Entity recognizes it must be prepared to come to the aid of other public 
agencies in their respective times of need due to emergencies or disasters, and; 

WHEREAS, this Governmental Entity recognizes the need for our specific Governmental Entity to 
develop an effective mutual aid agreement for law enforcement services and resources upon which it may 
call upon in its time of need and is prepared to enter into a mutual aid agreement for law enforcement 
services and resources with other like-minded public agencies, and; 

WHEREAS, this Governmental Entity also recognizes the need for the existence of a public agency, 
formed by an intergovernmental agreement between two or more public agencies, which can serve to 
coordinate and facilitate the provision of law enforcement mutual aid between signatory public agencies 
to a mutual aid agreement for law enforcement services and recourses, and; 

WHEREAS, this Governmental Entity has been provided with a certain “Eaw Enforcement Mutual Aid 
Agreement” which has been reviewed by the elected officials of this Governmental Entity and which 
other public agencies in the State of Illinois are prepared to execute, in conjunction with this 
Governmental Entity, in order to provide and receive law enforcement mutual aid services as set forth in 
the “Eaw Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement,” and; 

WHEREAS, it is the anticipation and intention of this Governmental Entity that this “Eaw Enforcement 
Mutual Aid Agreement” will be executed in counterparts as other public agencies choose to enter into the 
“Eaw Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement” and strengthen the number of signatory public agencies and 
resources available from those public agencies, and; 
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WHEREAS, it is the anticipation and intent of this Governmental Entity that the “Law Enforcement 
Mutual Aid Agreement” will continue to garner support and acceptance from other currently unidentified 
public agencies who will enter into the “Law Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement” over time and be 
considered as if all signatory public agencies to the “Law Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement” had 
executed the “Law Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement” at the same time. 

NOW, THEREEORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by this Governmental Entity as follows: 

1. This Resolution shall be known as, and may hereafter be referred to as, the Resolution Authorizing 
the Execution of a Law Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement and the Existence and Eormation of 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Alarm System by Intergovernmental Cooperation. 

2. The Resolution Authorizing the Execution of a Law Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement and the 
Existence and Eormation of the Illinois Law Enforcement Alarm System by Intergovernmental 
Cooperation shall be, and hereby is, enacted as follows: 

a. Authorization to enter into a Certain Agreement. The President of this Governmental 
Entity is hereby authorized to sign, execute and deliver the agreement known as the “Law 
Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement”: and thereby enter into an intergovernmental 
agreement with such other public agencies of the State of Illinois as are likewise willing to 
enter into said “Law Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement”: and recognize the existence 
and formation of the Illinois Law Enforcement Alarm System as set forth in the said “Law 
Enforcement Mutual Aid Agreement.” 

b. Savings Clause. If any section, paragraph, clause or provision of this Resolution shall be 
held invalid, the invalidity thereof shall not affect any of the provisions of this Resolution. 

c. Effective Date. This Resolution shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage, 
approval and publication as provided by law.

COOK ASSIST IN THE ACQUISITION OE THREE TAX DELINQUENT PARCELS BY THE 
EOREST PRESERVE DISTRICT OE COOK COUNTY THROUGH THE NO CASH BID 
PROGRAM AND EOR THE PURPOSE OE ESTABLISHING EOREST PRESERVES IN THE 
AREA ADJACENT TO THE JOE LOUIS GOLE COURSE AND WHISTLER WOODS EOREST 
PRESERVE 

WHEREAS, the Forest Preserve District of Cook County (the “District”) owns an approximately 120 
acre parcel known as Joe Louis Golf Course , located north of W 134th Street and west of S Halsted 
Street in Riverdale, Cook County, Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, it has come to the attention of the District that two parcels immediately adjacent to the north 
boundary of the Joe Louis Golf Course (“Parcel 1” and “Parcel 2”) and suitable for use by the District as 
a forest preserve are tax delinquent; and that a parcel immediately adjacent to the eastern Boundary of 
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Parcel 2 (“Parcel 3”) and suitable for use by the District as a forest preserve is tax delinquent; and 

WHEREAS, Parcel 1, which is described by volume number 039 and permanent index number 
25-32-215-002-0000, is a 58,750 square foot, or 1.348 acre parcel that is improved with a 1- and part 
2-story, masonry- and frame-constructed restaurant use building and a 1-story, frame-constructed, 
unfinished/unheated structure utilized as an outdoor bar with two washrooms. This parcel is adjacent to 
the District’s Joe Louis Golf Course and would provide direct access to the future Cal-Sag Trail that will 
be constructed in 2015 and 2016. It will also offer opportunities for increased recreation and concessions. 
Tbe site offers excellent access to tbe Little Calumet River, tbe future Cal-Sag paved trail and nearby 
existing Forest Preserves including Whistler Woods to the east. Calumet Boat Launch to the west and 
Calumet Woods and Kickapoo Woods to the south. This connection will allow for the Forest Preserve 
visitors to enjoy additional access to the Little Calumet River and the future Cal-Sag Trail. Recreation 
and concession opportunities could include bike rental, community education and partnership with 
nearby schools, community groups and stewardship volunteers; and 

WHEREAS, Parcel 2, which is described by volume number 039 and permanent index number 
25-32-215-003-0000, is a 185,000 square foot, or 4.247 acre parcel that is improved with two metal 
paneled storage buildings. This parcel is adjacent to the District’s Joe Louis Golf Course and could 
continue to support boat storage, boat repair and boat dry docking. This parcel could also support storage 
needs at Joe Louis Golf Course; and 

WHEREAS, Parcel 3, which is described by volume number 039 and permanent index number 
25-32-215-005-0000, is a 101,267 square foot, or 2.325 acre parcel that is essentially vacant land. This 
parcel is adjacent to Parcels 1 and 2 and would provide ingress to and egress from those other PINs being 
requested to South Halsted Street. This parcel also has frontage on the Little Calumet River. To the 
extent it would not interfere with boat storage, the riverfront portion of this parcel would be improved 
with seating and landscaping; and 

WHEREAS, the District believes it to be in the public interest and in furtherance of the District’s 
mission to protect and maintain the maximum amount of natural open space areas now existing in the 
region, to preserve areas situated along waterways, and to expand existing preserves in appropriate areas. 

NOW THEREEORE, BE IT RESOLVED AS EOLLOWS: 

1. The preambles set forth above are hereby incorporated in this Resolution. 

2. The Forest Preserve District is hereby authorized to acquire the three (3) tax delinquent parcels 
identified as Parcel 1, Parcel 2 and Parcel 3 above. 

3. The General Superintendent of the District is hereby authorized and directed to request the 
President and the members of tbe Cook County Board of Commissioners to make a no cash bid 
to acquire the properties identified as Parcel 1, Parcel 2 and Parcel 3, all of which are described 
by the permanent index numbers and volume numbers listed above, all pursuant to provisions of 
tbe Illinois Compiled Statutes 35 ILCS 200/1-1 et seq. 

4. The District will file for tax exempt status on Parcel 1, Parcel 2 and Parcel 3 as the District 
intends on utilizing the parcels for forest preserve purposes. There is no Third Party Request 
associated with the parcels. The District will retain legal counsel to obtain tbe tax deed and bear 
all legal and other costs associated with acquisition of the parcels. 

Upon acquisition of Parcel 1, Parcel 2 and Parcel 3, the District will annually report to the Cook 
County Bureau of Economic Development as to the status of the parcels as required by the 
County’s “No Cash Bid Program Ordinance.”

WHEREAS, while the Garden is extremely proud of the increased attendance numbers, this success 
frequently becomes a detriment to the visitor experience and Garden-wide commitment to outstanding 
customer service; and 

WHEREAS, weekend visitorship has increased, guests waiting to enter the garden experience lengthy 
delays and the Garden’s 1,200 parking spaces are quickly filled; and 

WHEREAS, in an effort to meet this challenge and encourage guests to visit the Garden on days other 
than weekends the Garden requests support for a seasonal parking rate increase of $5.00 for 
non-members on the weekends and holidays from April 1st through October 31st; and 

WHEREAS, members of the Garden do not pay a parking fee; and 

NOW, THEREEORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of the Cook County 
Forest Preserve District authorizes the Chicago Botanic Garden to increase its parking fee for 
Non-Members by $5.00 on weekends and holidays from April 1st to October 31st.
